New York, Dec. 28 (ZP)—’The 
federal 
gov ernment 
has 
filed 
suit against the twenty banks of 
the New York clearing house as­ 
sociation and indiv iduals who 
serv ed on the clearing house 
committee during the last two 
y ears to compel pay ment in full 
to depositors of the closed Har­ 
riman National bank and trust 
company . 
The gov ernment contends the 
clearing house committee, in be­ 
half of all the banks, gav e writ­ 
ten guarantees, of pay ment of 
deposits late in 1932 and early in 
1933 when the committee ar­ 
ranged with the controller of 
the currency not to close the 
Harriman bank lest it precipi­ 
tate a crisis for all. The Harri­ 
man bank failed to open after 
the bank holiday last March. 
Approx imately half the claims 
of the depositors were paid in 
J uly through an RFC loan, and 
it is estimated the sum of $9 ,- 
275,000 would be required to pay 
all depositors in full with inter­ 
est. 
The banks are understood to 
hav e taken the position that the 
guarantees were giv en “ in a cri­ 
sis and without ex tended consid­ 
eration of the technical formali­ 
ties inv olv ed,” and do not now 
constitute a legal obligation. 
The gov ernment, in its com­ 
plaint filed y esterday , asks the 
state supreme court to compel 
the banks of the clearing house 
to recognize that they made a 
binding agreement to protect 
the depositors of the Harriman 
bank and “ thereafter preached 
and repudiated it.” 
The gov ernment’s 
suit was 
said to be without precedent.

AX IN TERESTIN G D ISCOVERY 
Sometime during the next few yekrs some un­ 
commonly interesting new histories of the Revo­ 
lutionary War ought to be written. 
The William L. Clements Library of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan has just acquired a vast bun­ 
dle of letters, diaries and other documentsVvrit- 
ten by Hessian officers who served with the Brit­ 
ish troops in America during the Revolution. For 
a century and a half these papers rested in a 
trunk in a German castle, and no historian ever 
saw them. Now they are to be made available 
for presentation to the public. 
The Hessians have always been the villains oi 
the Revolutionary story. But even the most un­ 
imaginative student must have wondered about 
them occasionally. What did these hired soldiers 
think of the epoch-making struggle in which 
they had been paid to take part? What sort of 
a time did they have in America? How did they 
get along with their red-coated comrades in 
arms, and what were their opinions of the ragged 
continentals? 
So far we have never been able to do anything 
but guess. There has been an indication or two, 
of course. It is known, for instance, that of 30,- 
000 kessian soldiers brought to America during 
the war, only 17.000 returned to Germany after 
peace had been signed. Many, of course, had 
been killed in action; but many more, sick of»the 
war and attracted by the open new country, had 
deserted and had become pioneer settlers. How 
many old American families, one wonders, could 
trace their ancestry back to some disgruntled 
hireling of the Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel who 
went A. W. O. L. and forgot to return? 
Now we are about to find out in considerable 
detail just what the Hessians felt about every­ 
thing: and it. ought to make mighty absorbing 
reading. 
As the quaint old tombstone in the 
Boston cemetery says, the Hessians came 3000 
miles and died “to keep the past upon its

This standing has a real significance 
in light of the many countries which owe Uncle 
Sam and. their supposed reputation of integrity 
and honorableness. 
Finland is small and its debt of a few millions 
of dollars may well seem mighty large to it. The 
national wealth of the country is Comparatively 
meager. It might well have pleaded inability to 
pay as have all of the other nations who owe us. 
Instead it has won a reputation for thriftiness, 
honesty and high integrity with the citizens of 
this country. 
* 
There was no arguing or comment of any kind, 
just prompt payment of the obligation. Such an 
attitude is a welcome relief to the quibbling and 
flimsy excuses of other countries which are in­ 
debted to our government. Other nations might 
well follow the example of the Finns.
